Its situation, on the banks of th 
Delaware, on a level plateau having 
an elevation of twenty feet above higl 
water, gives it the advantage of specia 
attractiveness. 
The beautiful river 


fr-jnt is a constant f.iscinution, anc 
graces the town with an enduring 
charm. 


Unstol is the oldest borough in th 


State of Pennsylvania. Philadelphi 
and Chester are the only municipal! 
ties that rank with it in regard to age 
The soil is a sandy loam, underlaic 
with a stratum of clay upon a bed o 
gravel. 
The extensive deposits o 


sand are often ntili/.ed for liuildirij 
purposes. 
No rock is found, and th 


water is free from mineral ingredient 
The streets are fifty feet in width 
having brick sidewalks well shaded b 


neat and comfortable, and a large pro 
portion of the citizens are the owner 
of their homes. The real estate of thi 
town has a steady value, varying slight 
ly from year to year, yet inclined to a 
slow and certain increase. The peopli 
are thrifty and industrious, and thei 
carefulness is illustrated by the impor 
tant fact that for more than a genera 
tion not a dwelling has been destroye( 
liy fire. Their faith in the stability o 
the town is shown by the investmen 
of seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars in local corporate enterprises.

THE POTATO'S SUCCESSOR. 


A Jti-w Vegetable That 
Kort!itre»tcrn 


Funncr* Are GoliiB to Cultivate. 
Albert Meyer, of Stillwater, Minn., 


chciuiet, during a conversation on the 
potato crop and the good price to farm- 
ers, gave an interesting talk of a new 
tuberifenms plant that he thought would 
be introduced in Minm-sola and become 
ns much of a staple aw the potato. 


"Will it Oourisli in this soil and cli- 


mate.?" 


"Undoubtedly. 
I will tell y.,n about 


it. A few years ac;o a scientist discov- 
ered in Japan a plant resembling the JKJ- 
tato, and yeut Siimples olf to Beilin and 


. Paris to lie experimented on. These ex- 


periments have been favorable successes, 
and the new potato lias been extensively 
introduced in Berlin and Paris, special- 
ly in hotels and restaurants. A number 
of farmers in our vicinity, with whom 1 
conversed on the subject, are willing to 
experiment cm the plant ne-1 season. 


"The Royal Prussian sot. ^y of Berlin 


has taken pains to make experiments 
with the plant. The scientific name of 
this plant is 'Stnchys tuberifera,' but as 
to their form they might be called pine 
cones. 'Stachys affims' is another name 
and lately they have given it the name 
•Stachys Sieboldii.' The cultivation is 
the same as the old jtotato, and thure 
have boon found over 100 knolls hi one 
hill; some say as many us D(X), but this 
is probably exaggerated. They are. of 
course, not as large as our common po- 
tato.

Stachys aflinis of tubcrifera is an agree- 
able tasting vegetable when boiled in 
salt water and served with butter and 
parsley sauce. Some people like them 
seethed in oil, but that is merely a mat- 
ter of taste. Prepared like 'pommes de 
tern- frites' (potatoes cut in small slices 
and fried in butter) they are claimed to 
be a delicious dish. The taste is at first 
like that of a sweet potato, but one will 
soon feel a very fine piquant taste. They 
do not need to be peeled, but are only 
washed clean in watar, which is another 
blessing to the housekeeper. They are 
kept in the ground as late as possible, 
and preserved packed in sand in the 
cellar during the winter months. 


"Exposed to tlie air they will shrink 


and lose their nice white mother-of- 
pearl like color. The plant is winter 
hardy, and thrives in any soil. Frost 
does not hurt them, and to have them 
always Ircsh they are left in the ground 
and dug ns wanted.

Salt and water quite strong, and used 


>ersiitcntly for a time, will prevent the

A te.isi oonful of salt dissolved in one- 


half glassful of water is excellent toalluy 
nausea in sick headaches. 


To relieve heartburn drink a half tum- 


•liTfiil of cold water in which has been di.i- 
olvcd a Uiblespoouful of salt. 
When wiping up the floor before putting 
he carpet down, sprinkle it over with 
salt, while damp; this will greatly prevent 
moths. 


For stings or bites from any kind of in- 


sect apply dampened salt, bound tightly 
over the -.pot. It will relieve, and usually 
cure very quickly. 


Salt as a tooth powder is better than al- 


most any other dentifrice. It keeps the 
teeth very white, the gums bar:l and rosy, 
and iho breath fresh. 


If the throat is very sore, wring a cloth 


out of cold salt and water, and bind it on 
the throat tightly when going to bed; cover 
it with n dry towel. This is excellent. 


For neuralgia make a small mnslin bag, 


fill it witli salt, heat it very hot, and lay it 
against the aching place. It will prove a 
great relief, as salt retains the heat a long 
time. 


Fi.r troublesome weeds and for grass in 


sidi. •. 'I;-., driveways, etc., apply a dress- 
ing of course salt; this will kill the growth. 
Be careful not to put it on anything that 
should not be destroyed, however. 


For catarrh snuff up considerable salt 


and water from tho hollow of the hand 
every morning. Salt and water, used as a 
gargle just before going to bed, strength- 
ens the throat and helps to prevent bron- 
chial troubles: it is also excellent for sore 
throat. 


If ink is spilled on the carpet throw a 


quantity of salt on it, which will quickly 
absorb tlie ink; take this up and put on 
more salt. Keep repeating this, rubbing 
it well into the iuk spot until the ink is all 
taken up by the salt, then brush the salt 
out of thr carpet. 


If anything catches fire or something 


burning makes a disagreeable smell or 
smoke th row salt upon it at once. If a 
bright, clear fire is quickly desired it may 
readily br obtained by throwing salt upon 
the coals; likewise, if too much blaze should 
result from dripping of fat from broiling 
steak, ham. etc., salt will subdue it - "
